IN CHINA 


Robert Rodale, editor of Organic 
Gardening and Farming，recently 
made a 27-day visit to China where 
he examined Chinese methods of 
living on the land. In his editorial in 
the May issue of the magazine he 
summarized his impressions of agri- 
culture in China。 Essentially，he 
says，the Chinese are gardening 
their land，not farming it，Agri- 
culture is amazingly intensive and 
708 allion out of 800 million Chi- 
nese are farmers. The yields from 
lands sculptured by hand and fertil- 
ized with every kind of organic 
fertilizer would，he said，“make 
many American farmers” eyes pop.” 
Rainbow ”Bridge commune ”near 
Shanghai produces 104,000 pounds 
of vegetables per acre. In China, he 
SayS，agriculture is still primarily a 
producer， not 3a consumer， of 
energy. As much as possible，the 
communes are trying to be self-su 值 - 
cient，making their own fertilizer， 
building their own dams， and 
marketing their produce locally. 
Transportation is often by bicycle or 
hand cart and comparatively little 
fossil fuel is used in the countryside. 

Recycling 

Rodale was especially impressed 
by the total recycling of human 
waste in Chinese agriculture，Not 
only in the remote countryside is 
nightsoil cartrefully collected，“fer- 
mented”” to destroy disease organ- 
isms，and spr-ad carefully on the 
fields, but a new sewage plant near 
Shanghai has a pipeline which con- 
ducts semi-pure sewage directly to 


the fields for irrigation use. A female 


technician operating the sewage 
plant told Rodale,“It comes from 
the people，and we give it back to 
the people.” 

Although about 909o of the fer- 
tilizer used in China is organic, the 
policy of the state is to boost 
production by any means， and 
chemical fertilizer and pesticides 
plants are high on the Priority list. 
Still，aceording to Rodale，while 
non-motorized modes of transport 
are the rule, it will be quite some 
time before the generally organic 
character of agriculture in China 
will be transformed by chemical fer- 
tilizers. 

Small Plants 

There are at present over 1400 
small chemical fertilizer plants in 
China，which produce nitrogenous 
and phosphorous fertilizers. Locally

than 90 cents per $1 donation. The printed annual reports of these 
organizations would reveal the percentage of yor dollar which 
winds up helping the intended. Even when the money is used for 
the beneficiaries， it may not be used in the most efficient and 
effective way. 

We are not knocking the'act of giving, nor are we knocking all 
charities. There are many that genuinely benefit the society. How- 
ever, it js about time that Chinese-Americans turn our attention to 
the many community organizations in Chinatown. Instead of giv- 
ing to some national foundations, let us give to service groups in 
our community. 

We therefore salute the Thomas Leong Scholarship Fund for 
making a _ significant contribution to the Chinatown Community 
for American Cooks School, and commend the Chinese-American 
Citizens League of Santa Clara County for sponsoring a fund- 
ralsing dinner on June 9 for the Cooks School. We wish the event 
every SuccesSS.

HONG KONG 一 Rev.， Lu Chen- 
chung，the first Chinese ever to 
translate the entire Bible，single- 
handedly, into Chinese， received an 
honorary degree of Doctor of Divin- 
ity from the University of Hong 
Kong April 12. The degree was con- 
ferred on him by Sir Murray Mac- 
Lehose，Governor of Hong Kong 
and Chancellor of the University, in 
token of his“devotion and achieve- 
Iments.”Dr. Lu spent 30 years in 
seclusion, to translate the Old and 
New Testaments from the original 
Hebrew and Greek texts， He re- 
ceived his B.A. from the University 
of Hong Kong in 1922, and a Bach- 
elor of Divinity degree from Yen- 
ching University in 1925，where he 
studied Hebrew and Greek. After 14 
years in South Fukien Theological 
College he began to translate the 
New Testament in 1940. In 1946 he 
Published his draft of the New 
Testament and began to work on the 
Old Testament. All previous trans- 
lators worked in teams of with the 
Supervision of European scholars.

工 DS ANGELES 一 The Great 
Wall of China,，the most extensive 
engineering project ever under- 
taken，is crumbling，according to 
the Los Angeles Times news Serfvice. 
Damage to the wall caused by dis- 
Use，lack of maintenance and ero- 
sion due to temperature extremes， 
has affected the entire length of the 
3,500-mile-long project， That por- 
tion of the Great Wall which is most 
often photographed and which is 
usually visited is a short section at 
Pataling, two hours drive northwest 
of Peking. This section is properly 
maintained and looks as it did dur- 
ing the Ming dynasty when 让 was in 
use for military fortification. But 
from the highest guard tower in this 
stretch，even with the naked eye， 
breaches in the wall are visible， 
where the stone and brick has 
simply crumbled. The disrepair into 
which the wall has fallen is due to 
policies of the present government 
of China whbich considers its first 
Priority to be feeding of the 800 mil- 
lion people of China. Manpower re- 
quired to keep the wall in repair 
simply can not be Spared from agri- 
culture and other industry. At the
